Basic Problem 


By the time Japan attacked 
again in 1937 the Chinese navy 
hud been built up, mostly small 
craft. for river and coastal 
pitrol, It was sacrificed in 
costly delaying actions along 
the Yangtze | River.

guerilla warfare and plant mines 
in the river.

“A good agampfo of bad co-

- In'a survey 
that was made -o ifaw years ,az0, 
for instance, it was found that the 
dairy farmors supplying milk for 
New York City received 2% «ents 
a quart for milk that was retailed 
to the consumers at 10-12 cents.

Fundamental Weaknoss 


“Tho Trades Unions have im- 
measurably bettered the economic 
position of labour. but the very 
means which they have had to 
employ clearly indicates a fundn- 
mental weakness In present-day 
Capitalism. Capital and Labqur 
are over hostile towards one an- 
other; they are like armies on- 
gaged in. constant combat, Both 
sides malo use,of tho weapons At
